The building still stands at 
14th and College today. It 
was sold in 1969, and for 
some time the Scottish Rite 
used Ainad Temple in East 
St. Louis as its headquarters. 

The closest Scottish Rite 
Cathedral, other’ than 
Belleville, is in Springfield, 
with Quincy and Danville 
also being Scottish Rite 
centers. 

The Cathedral in Belleville 
is used for many programs 
besides the Scottish Rite. 

School graduations, plays, 
musicals and other en- 
tertaining and educational 
uses have caused the 
building to be called a ‘‘great 
help” in the Belleville area. 

With a seating capacity for 
nearly 1,000, plus a stage 
adequate for any program, it 
is in constant use. The decor 
also makes it a pleasant 
place to go gather, Scottish 
Rite officials comment.

Baker's dozen of 
gardening ‘don'ts’ 


By CHRIS DOLL 

Area Gardening Adviser 

Gardners are optimists 
and at this time of year are 
thinking positively about the 
coming growing season. But, 
optimist or pessimist, it’s 
easy to say don’t, so here are 
13 don’t for gardening in 
1979 

1. Don’t try to ‘grow 
vegetables on a lot that is too 
poor to make a good growth 
of weeds or grass. Good soils 
make for good gardens 

2. Don’t spade, plow, oF 
cultivate soil that is too wet. 
Working on puddling wet 
soils will destroy soil 
structure for most of the 
summer. This causes poor 
plant growth and difficult 
cultivation. 

3. Don’t apply too much 
lime. A soil test is the only 
method of determing how 
much lime your garden 
needs. 

4. Don’t run the rows up 
and down a slope. Running 
the row parallel with the 
slope conserves moisture 
and prevents erosion from 
occuring, 

5. Don't plant seeds, roots, 
or tubers too deeply. The 
rule of thumb for plantidg 
depth is 4 to 6 times the 
diameter of the seed. 

6. Don't sow seeds too 
thickly. Most crops do best 
with adequate space and 
overseeding means more 
thinning work. 

7. Don’t guess’ at the 
amounts of fertilizer to apply 
per unit area of land. 
Although there are safety 
limits in recommended 
rates, accurate application 
rates are best. 

8. Don’t let fertilizer come 
in contact with the seeds or 
plants. Mix it with the soil 
before planting. 

9. Don’t cultivate deeply 
enough to injure the shallow 
roots of the vegetables. 
Cultivations are basically for 
weed control and crust- 
busting and need not be 
deep. 

10. Don’t let the weeds get 
big before destroying them. 
Staying ahead of weeds is the 
secret to gardening success. 

11. Don’t apply water in 
numerous light sprinklings, 
but water thoroughly about 
once a week if rainfall is 
deficient.

12. Don’t forget to obtain 
the necessary dusting or 
spraying equipment and 
materials early in the 
spring—before you need 
them. The pests will be 
waiting for the early crops 
and you need to be prepared. 

13. Don’t let the vegetables 
become too old before 
harvesting them, thereby 
losing high quality. Pithy 
radishes, over-sized squash, 
and mature beans don’t add 
much to the quality of life

The site in question is 8.94 
acres in size, at’ Klein and 
Bissell streets, across from 
the Lee Wright Homes, The 
land formerly was occupied 
by a Johns-Mansville Corp 
plant 

Madison Fifth Ward 
Aldermen Booker Walton 
and Donald Garrett were in 
favor of the site selection and 
objected to Mayor Mike 
Sasyk’s lette? and the 
council action. 

Garrett said, ‘‘There is a 
desperate need for 
additional housing in Venice 
and I feel the Madison 
Council is wrong in trying to 
block it in anySway because 
of the location.” 

Council members and the 
mayor emphasized they are 
not opposed to the project, 
but just the site selected 

In a letter being- sent to 
Wallace Altes, acting 
executive director - of the 

Gateway Coor- 
dinating Council, Mayor 
Sasyk said in part: 

“There are several 
reasons, the city of Madison 
feels that this site is un- 
favorable to the taxpayers of 


into it. 

“Additionally, our school 
district, like so many others, 
is operating on a very tight 
budget and is not able to 
afford any additional costs, 
such as increased . busing 
costs, and, additional 
teachers that may  be- 
associated with increased 
enrollments. i 

“Therefore, we , feel ‘the 
proposed housing project 
will unduly burden tax: 
payers in the City of 
Madison. 

“We also feel that the City 
of Venice is using prime 
industrial land as a proposed 
site for this complex, We feel 
that Venice should research 
for other possible sites 
available for this project 
within their corporate limits. 
We are certain that other 
project sites exist,” 

The Venice Council has 
taken no formal action -on 
sale of the land or approval 
of the project. North Venice 
is in the City of Venice and 
the Madison School District. 

A private firm, W. E. 
Thomas, Inc., of) St.- Louis, 
has proposed purchasing the 
land for approximately 
$100,000 or a price set by a 
qualified-appraiser selected 
by the city. 

The development firm is

Wheat, feed 
grain signup 


“We are accepting  in- 
tentions to participate in the 
1979 feed grain and wheat 
program.’’ Delbert 
Essenpries, chairman of the 
Madison County 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and ‘Conservation (ASC) 
Committee, reports. 

All farmers planting feed 
grain and — or wheat for 
harvest in 1979 are eligible to 
participate. As in 1978, 
program participation is 
voluntary. However, far- 
mers must file their in- 
tentions to participate 
during the sign-up period to 
be eligible for program 
benefits. 

“The benefits include 
price support loans on all 
eligible commodities 
produced, and deficiency 
and disaster payments for 
barl corn, sorghum, 
wheat or upland cotton on 
the participating farm,” 
Essenpries said 

‘armers who participate 
are also eligible to use the 
grain reserve when it is 
open. 

“Provisions of the corn 
and sorghum program  in- 
clude a 10 percent set-aside 
and a 10 percent diversion 
The wheat and _ barley 
program has a 20 percent 
set-aside requirements. 

‘armers may sign up for 
voluntary diversion 
payments on corn and 
sorghum. But no advance 
voluntary diversion 
payments will be made for 
1979 crops.

All of the new revenues raised under 
this recommendation would be used 
solely for road construction and 
Maintenance. The revenues would 
permit the state to match all available 
regular and discretionary federal aid, 
which totals $580 million per year. 

The average amount that a typical 
motorist would pay over the next four 
years under this proposal is $20 per 
year. The specific amount any 
individual motorist would pay under 
this proposal depends directly on how 
much he or she uses the highway 
system, the size of the automobile and 
the car's fuel efficiency. 

These measures would provide an 
$870 million program in FY 80 and a 
$900 million average annual program 
for the four years. At this level, the 
following would occur over the next 
four years: 

1, Routine maintenance activities 
would be improved. Snow removal 
cycle times could be significantly 
shortened, and additional funds would 
allow more permanent pothole 
patching rather than the temporary 
patching which is now being carried 
out. 

2. Repairs on ‘the state highway 
system would keep pace with the 
needs resulting from normal wear and 
tear. To accomplish this, 2,400 miles of 
rough pavement would be resurfaced, 
and 500 intersections would be 
widened and improved. 

3. The state bridge replacement 
Program would be fully funded, 
resulting in replacement or 
rehabilitation of 500 critically 
deficient bridges. 

4. The existing backlog of 3,000 
miles of rough and-or narrow 
pavements, 200 inadequate bridges, 
and clogged intersections on the state 
highway system would be reduced by 
20 percent. This translates into 
widening or resurfacing 600 miles of 
roads, replacing or rehabilitating 100 
bridges, and making major safety 
improvements at 100 intersections. 

5. The downstate Interstate system 
would. be completed. In addition, 240 
miles of worn-out Interstate pavement 
would be reconstructed. 

6. Supplemental freeway routes 
currently under construction would be 
completed to usable segments, 
although the major emphasis of the 
program would be on maintaining the 
existing road and street system. 
Substantial progress would be made 
on the Rockford-Decatur and Peoria- 
Quincy corridors with specially 
earmarked federal funds. 

Work could start in other high- 
priority supplemental freeway 
corridors to upgrade existing highways 
to modern two-lane or four-lane 
modified freeway status. In all, 200 
miles of new supplemental freeways 
would be initiated or completed. 

7. Local governments would receive 
an additional $360 million in state 
motor fuel tax assistance to cut into 
the enormous backlog of work on the 
116,000-mile local roads and. street 
system. This additional revenue could 
also relieve some of the pressuré on 
local property taxes.

Various liquor licensee 
organizations are opposed to 
these bills for various 
reasons. Among the reasons 
is that the consumption of 
alcoholic beverages is an 
accepted social way of life 

We are in a legitimate and 
licensed business and are the 
most taxed industry in the 
United States. 

Some licensees have gone 
to great expense in Besientee 
clubs for the 19-20-year-old 
wine and beer market. 

To deny these privileges 
and the business now after 
legislating such five years 
ago is wrong Some 
legislators are playing the 
old Army game and 
‘restricting the whole 
company” when few 
people goof up. This is 
wrong, 

There are untold numbers 
of fine young ladies and 
gentlemen who enjoy and 
respect this privilege and do 
not want to lose it 

The sponsors of the bill 
have labeled the 19-20-year 
old drinking now in effect ‘a 
social experiment." 

We do not consider these 
young people “social ex- 
periments” or, more plainly 
speaking, “guinea pigs” — 
as one could have in 
terpreted the sponsors’ 
testimony in the House bill 


hearing. 

Are these same young 
people “social experiments’ 
when these sponsors ask for 
their votes? Are they “social 
experiments” when they are 
charged, tried, convicted 
and sentenced as adults for 
some crime? 

Are they ‘social ex 
periments” when they are 
asked to bear arms and go to 
war? Or when they marry, 
raise a family, work full 
time, pay taxes’ and 
sometimes hold elective 
offices? 

It is wrong to ‘‘legislate” 
the morals of decent young 
men and women 

Many businesses will 
suffer greatly with the 
passing of such bills. Many

Many, many young men 
and women will have a 
different direction; shouldn’t 
they have a social place in 
the communi 

Should they be driven to 
drink in their automobiles — 
far away from home?

It was clear that the 
special board meeting was a 
set-up, carefully _or-

It started out with a string 
of endorsements of Barton 
by various officials, none of 
them addressing the com 
mittee’s concerns. 

Then, carefully prepared 
questions were asked by key 
board members who were 
already predisposed to favor 
Barton, no matter what he 
did 

One of those questions 
came from Board Member 
Bill Little, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, whose 
mother, already past 
retirement age, works in 
Barton’s office. 

The question concerned 
the certificate of error issued 
by Barton to the Venture 
store in Alton — and Barton 
just happened to have the so- 
called substantiating 
evidence concerning the 
store. 

This issue began as a 
problem of unfair treatment 
of the eastern townships, 
caused by arbitrarily high 
multipliers. 

As the committee did 


further research, we found 
the taxpayers in the western 
townships were also hurt by 
Barton’s assessing.

A great deal of noise has 
been heard from all quarters 
regarding the change in the 
governance systems at 
Southern Illinois University

All of the changes were 
originally proposed and 
discussed in closed executive 
sessions of the board, despite 
attempts by faculty groups 
and newspapers to force the 
board into the open to debate 
these matters. 

These changes were also 
made despite _ nearly 
unanimous opposition from 
citizens in the area and 
university groups at 
Edwardsville.

government 

It has been well 
documented that — ad- 
ministrative bureaucracies 
are already prevalent and 
very expensive in Illinois 
higher education _in- 
stitutions 

Faculty and students have 
been almost powerless in 
reducing or halting these 
spiraling costs. At the same 
time, faculty salaries in 
Illinois instituions have 
declined nearly 20 percent 
with respect to the cost of 
living in the last six years. 

For the local area this 
governance. change means 
that SIUE will find it more 
difficult to move toward its 
primary mission — serving 
the needs of the residents of 
the region in academic 
programs and public ser- 
vice. 

Ultimate responsibility for 
the mission now rests with 
the chancellor, who must 
represent both the Car- 
bondale and Edwardsville 
campuses 

Since Carbondale is about 
twice the size of Edward- 
sville, it is obvious that our 
big sister will command 
maximal attention In the 
system, 

Higher education is now 
entering a period of decline. 
It is important that 
budgetary ‘decisions related 
to that decline be made 
locally, involving as ‘many 
constituent inputs as 
possible 

Loss of local autonomy 
makes this extremely dif- 
ficult, if not impossible 

A chancellor or “super 
president” will have little 
time or inclination for in- 
teracting with campus 
constituencies, and the 
Board of Trustees is now one 
additional but gigantic step 
away from affected faculty, 
staff and students. 

Financial crises, when 
accompanied by the absence 


of long-range planning, do 
not permit time for assessing 
the potential damage dotie to 
an institution when severe 
budget cuts are im- 
plemented. t 

The final decision‘making 
is arbitrary and occurs with 
little forethought a& to the 
potential long-range damage 
to academic programs and 
the morale of employees. 

Unplanned, decline and 
loss of autonomy for SIUE 
also mean that a major 
“clean industry” and the 
only four-year com- 
prehensive public university 
in this area may ultimately 
be seriously damaged. 

SIUE serves an area of 
nearly 600,000 residents,. and 
a large fraction of its 
graduates remain in the 
area. The university hires 
nearly 2,000 persons and has 
an annual state payroll. of: 
nearly $30,000,000. 

The city of Alton recently 
estimated that removal of 
the Dental School, which is 
only about 10 percent of the 
total university, would have 
a $15,000,000 annual negative 
impact on that city. 

If these figures are ac- 
curate, one can begin to 
appreciate the enormous 
financial impact of SIUE on 
the local area 

Thus, it is in the best in- 
terests of all of us — citizens, 

, Staff, and students 
at SIUE — to keep the in- 
stitution financially strong 
ahd autonomous 


{It is also in our collective 
best interests to keep, SIUE 
ponsive to the needs" of 
this region. That is why we 
need a Board of Trustees 
sensitive to the needs of this 
region. That is why we need 
a Board of Trustees sensitive 
to the needs of all groups in 
the Metro-East area, We 
obviously do not have that 
now.

Tournament darts 
— a growing sport 


Darts — a child’s game, right? You throw a pointed 
projectile at a disk mounted on a wall and if you hit the 
center ring, you win. 

All of the above is definately not the way the old English 
pub game is viewed by those who frequent Hanlon’s 
tavern in downtown Granite City. For them, the game is a 
very serious business, a sport that rivals any in the 
competitiveness of its participants. 

When you walk into the neighborhood style tavern, you 
are immediately aware that there is more going on than 
what usually goes on in such establishments 

You notice further that there are a lot of women and 
children around. Most have their attention turned in the 
direction of one of the two dart boards which are mounted 
at each end of the building. There are competitions going 
on this Monday evening, in two divisions 

Fortunately for the players, absolute quiet is not 
necessary. Most learned their skill in just such a tavern, 
and the sounds of friends and neighbors enjoying 
themselves doesn’t seem to break the thrower's 
concentrations. 

Betting is discouraged. The competition is sanctioned 
league action, with participants vying for the status of a 
first-place trophy. 

The team sponsored by Lillian Hanlon, owner of the 
tavern, competes in the Belleville Area Tournament Dart 
League. The idea of tournament play was brought to 
Hanlon’s by Truman Crispell, a Granite Cityan who is an 
excellent thrower. 

Darts is a game in which the entire family can 
participate, according to Crispell. 

“Although it is a game of skill,” he said, “it is a skill 
that anyone can develop, since no great strength or 
endurance is required.” ‘ 

Tournament play is split into several divisions, set up in 
terms of player skill. The top divisions are the gold and 
silver, the former being made up of the most skillful 
throwers. 


The projectile itself, the dart, is not what you would see 
ina child’s place of play. 

The darts used in tournament play are aerodynamically 
designed to give the thrower the best possible chance of 
hitting the place on the target at which he aims. 

Weighted and balanced, tournament-quality darts are 
fine examples of professional equipment, with price tags 
to verify their quality. 

The mode of play is enough to completely confuse all but 
the most accomplished of players and spectators. The old 
put-the-dart-in-the-bullseye-and-you-win game just isn’t 
played in tournament darts. 

The dart craze in the Quad-Cities is relatively new and 
growing. As more and more people, both men and women, 
get involved, the old English pastime is enjoying a new 
popularity in this area. 

Be you an expert or a casual observer, you will find that 
the sport of tournament darts is quite an enjoyable way to 
spend an evening. 

And if it continues to grow in the future as it is now, 
those down at Hanlon’s — wearing their colors and 
carrying collectively hundreds of dollars worth of the 
feathered projectiles — will be among those playing world ~ 
competition.

Christopher B. Cohen, 
HEW regional officer in 
Chicago, who made the grant 
notification to Thompson, 
said, “This is another step in 
HEW’s efforts to improve 
administration of programs 
Tun jointly by the state and 
federal governments. We 
hope it will result in more 
efficient delivery of’ services 
at a lower cost to tax- 
payers.” 


resident undergraduates and $64 for 
resident graduate students. 

Statewide, the IBHE proposes that 
$7,800,000 of its recommended budget 
hike for senior public universitites be 
funded from tuition increases. 

The IBHE budget proposed that 
slightly over $1.6 million of the ad- 
ditional tuition income be generated by 
the SIU system. Without these funds, 
board members said, monies would not 
be available for needed salary in- 
creases and inflationary costs. 

Tuition rates at both SIUE and SIUC 
are pro-rated for part-time students. 
After the increase in the fall, the 
minimum for a student taking five 
credit hours or less here will be $63 per 
quarter. The maximum will be $189 for 
a resident undergraduate and $204 for a 
graduate student per quarter. Resident 
dental students will pay $345 per 
quarter. 

At SIUC, which is on the semester 
system, the tuition range for resident 


* students will be $24 for a student taking 


one credit hour to $287 for full-time 
students. Resident medical students 
will pay $695 per semester. 

Nonresident tuition rates for all 
campuses will continue to be three 
times the resident rates. Student center 
and activity fees are in addition to 
tuition charges. 

Proposals for increases in the athletic 
and University Center fees at SIUE 
were submitted to the SIU Board of 
Trustees for, consideration Thursday. 


quarter from the current level of $10 
per quarter. The University Center fee 
would be increased to $25.50 per quarter 
from the current level of. $19 per 
quarter. 

The increase in the University Center 
fee would-be effective in’ July. The 


athletic fee increase would be effective _ 


in the fall quarter of 1979. 

University officers said the athletic 
fee increase is based on inflationary 
pressures since the last increase in 
1968, plus a drop in enrollment, a shft in 
funding of coaches’ salaries from state 
funds to fee revenues, a nearly 20-fold 
increase in the cost of the women’s 
athletic program, and depletion of: 
reserve funds’ generated in earlier 
years and held in-escrow. 

The increase proposed in the 
University Center fee is based ‘on in- 
flationary pressures and enrollment 
declines since the last general increase 
in the fee in 1972. The fee was boosted in 
1977, but officers said that increase was 
designed only to offset a reduction 
imposed by the Board of Higher 
Education in tuition retention funds 
supporting the Center and did not ad- 
just for inflation. 

Officers said, in fact, that-thé 1977 
increase has not offset the entire loss 
resulting from the reduction in tuition 
retention funds, generating only about 
$190,000 of the $205,000 needed for this 
purpose. 

Attempts have been made through 
economy measures, including ‘more 


capital to balance the budget this fiscal 
year. 3 

The management of the Center has 
set a goal of increasing net income from 
revenue producing units in the UC by 
3.5 percent in the next fiscal year, and a 
requirement has been established. that 
the University Center food service will 
operate at a breakeven level during 
Fiscal Year 1980, beginning July 1, 1979.

Use gasoline sales 
tax on roads—Steele 


State Rep. Everett G 
Steele (R-Glen Carbon) 
believes the state may be 
able to find additional 
revenue for roads, if sales 
taxes collected on the sale of 
gasoline are used only for 
highway repair and con- 
struction 

“Most motorists in Illinois 
are under the impression 
that all taxes collected from 
the sale of gasoline are used 
for the upkeep of roads and 
highways,’’ Steele com- 
ments, 

“However, that is not the 
case. Nearly $130 million in 
sales taxes collected on the 
sale of gasoline go into the 
General Revenue Fund to 
help pay for the day-to-day 
operation of state govern- 
ment and many other 
programs—not highway 
maintenance or —_con- 
struction 

“I believe we 
earmark those funds 
specifically for highway 
Purposes to bolster our 
depleted Road Fund, par- 
ticularly in view of the 
severe winters of the last few 
years which have seriously 
damaged many of our high- 
ways,” he said. 

The 56th District 
lawmaker has _ introduced 
legislation (HB 814) in the 
Illinois House of 
Representatives that would 
prevent sales tax collections 
on gasoline and other motor 
fuels from going into any 
fund other than the Road 
Fund. The measure is jointly 
sponsored by State Rep. 
Fred J. Schraeder (D- 
Peoria), vice-chairman of 
the House Revenue Com- 
mittee. 

Rep. Steele explained that 
the state levies a 7%-cent 
gasoline tax on each gallon 
of gasoline sold in Illinois 

Gasoline tax revenues are 
a major source of funding for 
the Road Fund. But gasoline 
customers also pay a four 
percent sales tax on 
gasoline, which goes into the 
General Revenue Fund 
along with sales taxes 
collected on other consumer 
items, 

“Our concept recognizes 
the fact that taxes paid for 
gasoline should rightfully 
pay for highway upkeep, not 


should 


other state operations," 
Steele commented. 

“T believe the $130 million 
in sales taxes collected on 
gasoline can provide 
adequate funding for our 
road programs. Certainly, 
the devastating effects of 
three consecutive harsh 
winters underscore the need 
for an above-average road 
repair program.” 

Rep. Steele added that 
“the urgent need for road 
repairs makes it essential 
that all revenues generated 
by motor fuel taxes be put 
back into the Road Fund 

“No longer can we afford 
the luxury of using revenues 
from sale of gasoline and 
other motor fuels for pur- 
poses other than highway 
construction main, 
tenance,"’ he 

He estimated that the $130 
million drop in the General 
Revenue Fund could be filled 
through an anticipated $400 
million in additional new 
state revenue expected to be 
received in the coming fiscal 
year. 

It’s time we ended the 
deception that taxes 
collected on gasoline are 
used for transportation 
purposes alone,” Rep. 
concluded, “This legi: 
can assure motorists 
each time they stop at the 
gasoline pump, the taxes 
they’re paying will help fix a 
pothole or repave a_high- 
way.”

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has enacted “AN ACT 
regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and other work- 
men employed in any public works by the State, County, 
city or:any public body or any political subdivision or by 
any oné under contract for public works”, approved June 
26. 1941. as amended, being Sections 39s-1 through 39s-12, 
Chapter 48, Illinois Revised Statutes, 1977, and 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid Act requires that the City 
Council of the City of Madison investigate and ascertain the 
prevailing rate of wages as defined in said Act for laborers, 
mechanics and other workmen in the locality of said City, 
employed in performing construction of public works for 
said City, exclusive of maintenance work, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
MAYOR AND CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
MADISON, ILLINOIS: 

SECTION ONE: To the extent and as required by AN 
ACT regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and other 
workmen employed in any public works by the State, coun- 
ty, city or any public body or any political subdivision or by 
any one under contract for public works, ‘“‘approved June 
26, 1941, as amended, the general prevailing rate of wages

Arrests up 75% 


Although major crime in 
Granite City up 10 
percent in February from 
the same month in 1978, 
arrests were up 75 percent in 
the same period, according 
to a monthly police report 
released Friday by Granite 
City Chief of Police Ronald 
J. Veizer. 

The report noted’ there 
were 152 major crimes in the 
city in February, up from 138 
in February, 1978, primarily 
due to a 244 percent increase 
in assault cases. 

While there were only nine 
assault cases in February of 
1978, a total of 22 cases was 
reported last month 

Burglary, however, was 
down 15 percent, from 44 
reports in the second month 
of 1978 to 38 cases last month. 

‘The number of reports of 
each type of crime for last 
month, with February 1978 
totals in parentheses, were: 
homicide, zero (same); 
rape, zero (one); robbery, 
three (two); assault, 22 
(nine); burglary, 38 (44); 
auto burglary, 29 (22); 
larceny, 44 (46); and auto 
theft, 16 (14). 

The good news is that 123 
major crimes were cleared 
by arrests during last month, 
a 25 percent increase over 
the 98 cases qleared by 
arrest in Februaty of 1978. 

Total arrests were up 75 
percent, from 289 in 
February 1978 to 506 last 
month, and the number of 
charges filed, including 
traffic charges, was up 70 
percent, from 324 to 550. 


Of the 506 persons charged 
last month, "402 were for 
traffic offenses and 104 were 
for other offenses, That 
compares with 203 traffic 
arrests and 86 other arrests 
in the same month last year. 

During the first two months 
of 1979, 815 persons have 
been arrested (587 for traffic 
offenses) and a total of 894 
charges ‘have been filed. In 
the same period of 1978, 516- 
persons faces 581 charges 
(370 persons were arrested 
for traffic offenses). 

4uto accidents last month 
showed a 13 percent decli; 
from February 1978, as 178 
accidents were reported, a 
decrease of 23 from the 201 in 
the same month the prior 
year. 

Injury accidents declined 
from 40 in February 1978 to 
36 last month and property 
damage accidents declined 
from 161 to 142 in the same 
period. An equal number of 
persons, 48, suffered injuries 
in. February 1978 and 
February 1979 in auto ac- 
cidents. 

In the first. two months df 
this year, 109 ‘persons were 
injured in auto accidents, a 
12 percent increase from the 
97 hurt in accidents in 
February 1978, the report 
notes
